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MILLION DOLLAR POWER PLANT SIX MILES WEST OF COLEMAN OPENED 


Confidence io Industrial Development of 
Southern Alberta is Evidenced by Heavy 
Investment of Capital by Power Corporation 


That the Power Corporation of Canada and 
its allied company, the East Kootenay Power 
Co., are firmly convinced of the further in¬ 
dustrial development of the immense coal 
bearing region of the Crow’s Nest Pass, of 
which Coleman is the centre, is plainly evi¬ 
denced by the erection of the big plant six 
miles west of Coleman, at the ideal location 
on Crow’s Nest Lake, adjacent to the park 
which is the summer rendevous for people of 
towns in The Pass. The plant was opened 
last week, and though there is still consider¬ 
able finishing work to be done, it has already 
been generating energy, and in a short time 
will be able to carry the full load which lias 
formerly been carried by the hydro plants at 
Elko and Bull River, B.C. Some impression 
of the capacity of the plant may be gained 
' from the fact that it will require 200 tons of 
coal daily when operating steadily, and for its 
cooling system 10,000 gallons of water per 
minute are taken in from the lake. It is the 
most complete super-steam plant in Alberta, 
and the method of firing is by powdered t fuel, 
which is blown into the fire boxes by air pres¬ 
sure and burned in suspension, ninety per 
cent of the residue being carried off in the 
immense smokestack which is 220 feet high 
and eleven'feet in diameter at its base. 


Had this big plant been erected close to a’ 
large city, there would have been pages of 
advance publicity given to it, but throughout 
the winter of 1926-27 the work proceeded at 
Crow’s Nest Lake under very trying condi¬ 
tions of which the province at large knew 
practically nothing. Speaking of the erection 
of the immense smokestack, Mr. G.B. Lomer, 
engineer in charge of construction, stated it 
presented far greater difficulties than were 
calculated, for despite the fact that steampipes 
were carried as the structure progressed, and 
huge tarpaulins were hung to protect the 
workmen from the cold winds sweeping 
through the Pass during the winter, there 
were many days on which they were forced to 
suspend work, as the tarpaulins would be 
blown into ribbons and the steam pipes which 
were intended to keep the cement from freez¬ 
ing would become frozen up. But the en¬ 
gineers and the men went ahead with dogged 
persistency and had the plant completed a- 
head of scheduled time. 

The completion of this plant will obviate 
many difficulties experienced in maintaining 
uninterrupted service during the winter, when 
the difficulties of maintaining a steady output 
of energy from the hydro plant are enormous¬ 
ly increased by the vagaries of the weather.

That advice may not have been 
necessary in Young’s case, bb he 
had all ready made up his mind 
to what he would do with the 
money if he won it. But it is good 
counsel nevertheless, and most 
people need it. 

Insurance companies have esti¬ 
mated that an extremely large pro¬ 
portion of the amount they pay to 
beneficiares of policies falls pres¬ 
ently into the hands of confidence 
men. The song of the man who| 
promises to double insurance money 
in three or four years if the widow 
will invest it in his concern sounds 
alluring. Nor is this faith due en- 
tirely to inexperience “The smart 
ones fall just as easily,” insurance 
heads report. It is to counteract 
this nullification of the purpose of 
insiuranc? that many companies are 


now advising against lump sum pay-! 
merits to the benificiary, and in 
favor of a life income, paid in in¬ 
stallments. The money thus re¬ 
mains invested, at as good a rate of 
interest as could reasonably be ob¬ 
tained anywhere, and the confidence 
man is kept at bay. 

Legitimate business loses nothing 
by this policy, since the funds of the 
insurance compapy are invested i: 
it. The only one who loses is th 
shark who preys upon the widow 
and the orphan. The only peopli 
who can afford risk are those who 
can afford to lose.

Below ia published instalment 
No. 3 of the Story of Confederation, 
being part of the address of Mayor 
Burns to Coleman school pupila 
the occasion ofConfederation jubilee | 
celebration here on July 1. 

In 1866 the clouds that bad over- 
shadowed the political horixofti be¬ 
gan to clear, and the delegates for 
Upper Canada, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, met in London, 
England, tm December 4, 1866, 

and* held ‘ numerous conferences, 
finally drafting the revised Quebec] 
resolutions into a bill. It is only 
right and fair to everybody tc say 
here that, during these very import¬ 
ant days, the British government 
took the keenest interest in the del¬ 
iberations and rendered eitery pos¬ 
sible help to the delegates, at the 
same time refraining from inter¬ 
fering in the least with the freedom 
and rights of the delegates to shape 
the destiny of their own country 
At last after years of toil and 
discussion, the final draft was made 
ready, signed, sealed and delivered 
to the British House of Commons, 
where on March 29, 1867, the Im¬ 
perial Government passed the 
British North America Act. On 
July 1, 1867, it came into force, 
and on that date the four provinces 
of Upper Canada, Lower Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
became by royal proclonjation, The 
Dominion of Canada, with Ottawa 
the capital and Confederation an 
accomplished fact. 

Such a huge undertaking ns Con¬ 
federation could hardly be accomp¬ 
lished without difficulties. The 
transfer of the Hudson Bay Co. ter¬ 
ritories to the new Dominion in 
i, indirectly led to the North 
West Rebellion in 1870, but on 
July 15, of the same year the trans¬ 
fer became effective, and Manitoba, 
the fifth province to enter, was ad¬ 
mitted to Confederation. 

Owing to the dissatisfaction which 
the people of Nova Scotia at first 
felt for the terms of Confederation, 

I some of her leading statesmen 
sought to repeal her inclusion 
the union, but eventually better 
counsel prevailed. On July 1 1873, 
Prince Edward Island, the smallest 
of the colonies of British North 
America, expressed willingness to 
join the growing family of the Dom 
inion and amid great rejoicings, 
‘The Garden of the Gulf” wav 
added to the rest of Canada. It 
is very ineresting to note here that 
only a few months ago most of the 
difficulties and disappointments 
under which the maritime provinces 
have been laboring for years, were 
finally settled by the awards of the 
Federal government, acting on the] 
findings and recommendations of 
the Duncan royal commission. 

On July 20, 1871, the far away 
Pacific colony of British Columbia 
agreed to enter Confederation upon 
the Federal Government at Ottawa 
undertaking to link up that prov¬ 
ince to the Eastern parts of the 
Dominion by some means of trans 
portation. At first a wagon road 
was contemplated, but this was 
iged to a railroad, much to the 
satisfaction of the Pacific coast 
and eventually the great] 
Canadian Pacific Railway was 
ganized. After many unayoidable 
and unforseen delays the 3,0001 
miles of iron road was completed, 
and on June 28, 1886, the first 
through train from Montreal to] 
Vancouver linked Eastern and 
Western Canada together.
